To the Citizens of Kensington: 


New teachers are directing the children at the North and 
West Schools. 

Miss Doris French, a teacher of several years’ experience, 
is showing good results at the North School, and Miss Mildred 
Smart, although this is her first year teaching, has proved 
that her line of work was well chosen, much to the satisfaction 
of the board, who appreciate her excellent work at the West 
School. | 

Miss Robie still faithfully carries on at the East School. 

. Considerable repairs were done before school opened. 
A new sill was necessary at the West School. Much glass was 
set and all sashes painted at all three buildings. 

Sessions have been held comparatively regularly this year, 
being uninterrupted by severe storms and epidemics as was 
the case last year. | 

It will be necessary to raise extra tuition money at the school 
meeting to meet the deficit in the tuition appropriation. 
Charges for tuition were raised last year after our budget 
was voted upon, so that the amount raised will not be sufficient 
to carry us through the school year in June.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Kensington, New Hampshire: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of the Kensington schools. As in previous years, this report 
contains brief information relative to teachers, to the work 
of the last year, to the progress of the schools to this point in 
the current year, and a few recommendations for the coming 
year. I call your attention to the tables of statistics appended 
hereto. Table I shows a fairly good school year except in the 
matter of attendance which, to my mind, is a most vital 
consideration. ‘The percent of attendance last year was 89. 
The average for all schools in the state for the same period 
was 93.46. I remember the rigors of last winter’s weather, 
but even that severe weather will not justify us for allowing 
this sort of attendance. The attendance to this date in the 
present term is considerably worse than that of last year. 
Some excuse for sickness and other legitimate reasons is due, 
but after that is granted our attendance is far below what it 
ought to be. It is the more to be regretted since only a very 
few families are responsible for it. You will recall that for 
three years we have been without a truant officer. While 
I have done what I could to fill his place, my regular work 
will not allow me to begin to touch the problem. Kensington 
has good teachers who are generously paid by its citizens. 
Is it good business to allow this money to be wasted, as it 
is when children are kept out of school without reason? Is 
it wise to allow our schools to be discredited for poor at- 
tendance, as they surely must be? I am well aware of your 
efforts to secure a truant officer. I say what I do here in the 
hope that some one who reads this report will volunteer for 
this service. 

The schools of last year were maintained at asteady stand- 
ard. Very much good teaching was done. Whatever the 
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quality of the teaching, I can say that all the teachers were 
conscientious in their work to the best of their ability. Two, 
at least, of the teachers wére at work under severe care of home 
duties and the thanks of the district are due them for their 
faithful service under such circumstances. The regular tests 
were given during the year to detect lack of drill and determine 
progress. 

The work of the present year to this point, in all the schools, 
is excellent. J am exceedingly sorry that the teachers must 
be handicapped by the unwarranted absences from school. 
I hope we shall not long allow them to endure it. We have 
so far this year been freer from epidemics of colds and the like 
than last year, but Dr. Colby’s report, which is included here, 
shows that we are making little, if any, headway in the cor- 
rection of defects. To examine and report defects is apparent- 
ly not enough; that is, such procedure does not end in the 
correction of the defect. I recommend this matter as a con- 
sideration of first importance for next year, feeling that much 
more can and ought to be done. 

With the very minor repairs of the coming summer the 
buildings will be in good condition, though, when money can 
be found for it, I reeommend that the inside blinds at the East 
School, which are unhandy and unsanitary, be removed and — 
roller shades be put in their place. If the East School is to 
remain as crowded as now, there should be a rearrange 
of stove and seats to give more room.
